Law yer Hogan asked to have the evi­ 
dence stricken out aud claimed that In 
order to show any previous arrangem ent 
for a fight, evidence would have to com* 
from the contestants and not from anoth­ 
er party. 
The court ruled that the evi­ 
dence can be considered by th** jury as 
bearing on the guilt of Desmond us an 
advisor or promoter of a contest. 
Mr. P ra tt said th at was all he claimed. 
Lawyer Donohue quoted several decis­ 
ions bearing on the form of complaint en­ 
tered by the pleader and he claimed that 
“promoting," “advising,“ or “ encourag­ 
ing* a contest should come under sepa­ 
rate forms. 
The court ruled the com­ 
plaint was made properly and

the evidence to go In. 
“ L ater.” said 
Captain Kaw, “he carne In and asked to 
have Officer John W. Fox sent up. I do 
not know w hether he is a member of 
the club.”

OFFICER FOX. 
Officer John W. Fox testified 
that he 
Is a member of the Knickerbocker club 
and was ordered to the Knickerbocker 
club on the night of August 15. “ When 
I got there I reported to Con Desmond.
